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< PERPETUAL SABOTEUR 
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There are‘many men who believe that 
they can tell whether or not a Three- 
Dollar Tramp is "safe.'' It isn’t quite 
clear how they do this. Talk to them 
about it, and you’ll find that their 
"systems” vary from deciding that, "she 
3ooks clean", to a long list of "tests", 
which would be ridiculous if the possible 
results were not so tragic. Every time 
you pick one'by such a system, and get 
away with it, you shouldn’t give your¬ 
self credit for being smart. You should 
rub your rabbit’s foot, or ’whatever good 
luck charm you carry. Because, believe 
me brother, you haven't been smart; 
you’ve just been plain lucky. 

Of the two commonest venereal dis¬ 
eases, Gonorrhea is the one that a lay¬ 
man occasionally has a very slight chance 
to "spot" in a woman. And the odds, 
there are many thousands to one, against 
him. When it comes to recognizing Syph¬ 
ilis in a woman, a layman is completely 
out of luck. Es hasn't got’ a chance; 
Syphilis might well be called u "Per¬ 
petual Saboteur". It works by the rules 
of sabotage. Gonorrhea causes trouble 
right away, and at first, fights more or ' 
less in the open. When you get Gonorrhea, 
you know something has hit you, and if 
you have any sense at all, you go 
straight to tho people who know how to 
organize a counter-attack. Not so with 
Syphilis. Let's pretend your body is a' 
country, and Syphilis is a saboteur try¬ 
ing to got in. Now, I’vo talked per¬ 
sonally with a lot of you men about this, 
and most of you have two very mistaken 
ideas about your defenses against this 
saboteur. First, most of you scorn'to 
think that taking a prophylaxis, is as 
3 afe as getting a written guarantee that 
nothing will happen to you. Well, no 
medical man over told you that, because, 
while a prophylaxis is fairly good pro¬ 
tection against gonorrhea (if it’s done 
carefully, and immediately , after con¬ 
tact) , against syphilis, it isn't any 
better than an even money bet. 


Medical men don’t tell you that a prophy¬ 
laxis will keep you from getting syphilis, 
they just say that it's the best way way 
wo know to try to koop you from getting 
it. Syphilis is a saboteur from which • 
all human saboteurs could learn plenty. 

V/o haven't found any defenses yet that 
will koop it out positively, once you let 
it approach the; borders of your "Country". 

The second, and most dangerous mis¬ 
taken notion you have about syphilis, is 
that you consider your skin as. being a 
strong barbed wire fcnco, completely 
surrounding your "Country." You think 
that if thcro is no breaks in this de¬ 
fense, that is, no small cut or open sore 
on a part of your body that may contact a 
syphilitic woman, the saboteur cannot get 
in. Now vie all know that if a Jap or 
German saboteur wanted to get by a barbed 
wire barrier, ho’d simply cut it, and go • 
through. Well, lot's soe how much smooth¬ 
er on operator ho is than-syphilis is. It 
may cut through the barrier. If it.does, 
you find c small sore somewhere on your 
body. 3ut, syphilis isn't rough or crude ' 
about getting in. This sore that it make^ 
isn’t painful . And pain is the first 
barrier guard that} would sound tho alarm, 
to toll you you?re in danger. Syphilis 
detours around that guard. The second 
barrier guard you have, .is your own self- 
interest, which makes you worry about any 
sore on your body, that lasts any time. 
Well if you arc an ordinarily clean per¬ 
son, the first sore of syphilis (called 
a chance), heals by itsolf, without any 
treatment . So thcro's mother barrier • 
.guard by-passed. But that's not the end 
of this saboteur's tricks for getting.in. 
It can, and ofton does, infiltrate so 
successfully that there isn't the slight¬ 
est sign of the barrier being disturbed. 
That is to say, sometimes the germ of 
Syphilis gets through the unbroken skin, 
without making a break, and no‘sore • 
appears, ^o—nothing happened, as far as 
you know. All that has happened, is that

the deadliest of all saboteurs has gotten 
into your body and immediately gone to 
work. And this saboteur doesn’t have 
just one or two special jobs ’’assigned" 
to it. It is willing, and able , to under¬ 
take'the total destruction of the "coun t 
try", single-handed. It isn’t bothered 
about doing two or "three 11 jobs" and then 
escaping. It’s there to stay, until its 
work is done—not when you surrender, 
but when you die, and not befoaje. 

So now, if you’re a long-shot player, 
you go right ahead and keep picking what 
you think are "safe" floozies. If 
you’re a smart money player, you’ll leave 
the tramps alone. And if you’re one of 
those guys who believes he can tell which 
easy-to-get gals are tramps, and which 
aren’t, don't call yourself anything but 
a strict long-shot guy. Also, you'll 
make a fine stooge for our friend the 
Perpetual Saboteur.

KNOW YOUR OFFICERS 

The following sketch of our junior 
medical officer, Dr. Kelley, might also 
borne under the heading of "Notes on 
Contributing Authors".- The article 
"Perpetual Saboteur", being the second 
submitted by him to the HENS. The first 
one, "Boy Was She Hot", was reprinted, 
incidentally, in the paper of a neighbor¬ 
ing station. It is timely to bring Dr.

THE AMERICAN RE D CROSS 

Few men fully realize the importance 
of the American Red Cross to themselves 
and their families. We all know the 
Red Cross to some extent. We have heard 
of its founder, the Gallant Nurse, Flor¬ 
ence Nightingale. We recall newspaper 
stories about Red Cross relief to flood 
victims',“prisoners of war, and war ref¬ 
ugees. The emblem of the Red Cross, 
we’ve seen in countless windows and 
probably placed in our own; We are aware 
that Red Cross ambulances ply back and 
forth from battlefields everywhere, car¬ 
rying wounded men to hospitals, where 
volunteer Red Cross nurses tend them. 

Some of us know that the International 
Red Cross has a ship known as the "CAKI- 
TAS I", which is even now carrying relief 
supplies to prisoners on the continent. 

But how many of us realize that the Red 
Cross is a vital link between ourselves 
and our loved ones now. 

Every county end every town of any 
size has a Chapter or e Branch Office of 
the Red Cross. In the United States there 
are 3,7000 Chapters end 6,000 Branch Of¬ 
fices. This means that there is a Red 
Cross agency within immediate roach of your 
family. This is your local Chapter. Then, 
every unit of the Armed Forces has access 
to a Rod Cross Field Director. Over 400 
of them ere now in the field. Your Field 
Director is in a position to contact your 
family directly through your local Chap¬ 
ter by wire, radio-, or letter. Likewiso, 
your'family"may"contact you directly 
through your local Chapter and your Field 
Director. 

To give an example* A young man comes 
into my office with a letter from his wife 
telling him, in o matter of fact tone, of 
cn operation she is about to have. He 
feels certain the operation is serious and 
that she is deliberately minimizing the 
seriousness of it, so as not to worry him. 

I ask the young men his name, rate, ser¬ 
vice number, and his -wife’s name end ad¬ 
dress; her doctor’s nemo and address; ana 
turn the matter over to the Field Director. 
He wires the local chapter aid within five 
days we get o reply: "Operation success¬ 
ful. prognosis good. Seamen’s presence 
not required at home." 

Eut the rendering of quick and reliable 
information on the health c.nd well-being of 
loved ones, is not the only service our 
Chapters may perform for us. They lend 
money to pry doctor bills. They trace 
down lost members of your immediate family. 
They will go to bat for your father (for 
example)' and find him p. job if he happens 
to have- lost the one he has. They will 
enlist the Le gal-Aid Society to_provide 
legal advice ’when your family hasn’t the 
money to procure it. Should some injury 
incapacitate you for your present trade, 
the Red Cross can teach you e new trade 
suited to your condition. Last yoar the 
Red Cross handled no less then 173,125 
such personal problems. 


What is the Red,, Cross? Here is its 
own definition: The Red Cross is a 
"Combination of a business head, en 
understanding heart, and willing hands." 
And it is a. head, heart,...and hands ex¬ 
tending over the globe,-knitting men of 
the Armed Forcos of the United States 
wherever they are to their loved ones in 
the States. 

Your Rod Cross Field Director in this 
area is Mr. Austin La Mar, Office of the 
Field Director, American Rod Cross, APO 
955, c/o post Master, Sen Francisco. He 
has already performed invaluable servic¬ 
es for a goodly numbor of men in this 
Battalion. Let us extend to him our 
hearty thanks. 

And as a parting ’word, if your family 
does get into trouble--end it may happen 
to thorn--heve them contact your local 
Chapter; giving your name, rato, service 
numbor, and address, and Mr. La Mar’s 
name and address. This will be the quick¬ 
est way your family can reach you. 

And ono more thing; Alroody one man 
has insisted on turning over to mo five 
dollars for tho Rod Cross* If you feel 
the urge to contribute to this fine organ¬ 
ization, tho best way for you to do it is 
to send the money to your local Chapter.
